Uman Nature never finks fo much be- 
HH low it felf as wien it condefcends to 

the mean Spirit of Revenge; *tis then 

inoft that we aiffimulate our felves to 
Brutes and retain only the outward Shape and 
Figure of Humanity, with this Difference only, 
that what is in them Native Fiercenefs, is in 
us unnatural Cowardife; for where ever an Af- 
front receiv’'d occafions any extravagant Per- 
turbatién and Emotion in a Man, it argues 
a wretched Pufillanimity and Weaknefs of Soul 


that cannot bear up againft the little Shocks © 


and Incidents of Life, it argues an unmanly 
inftability of Mind, when every Rub Toffes 
us from our Orb and makes us grow excen- 
trick: The Man, if I may purfue the Meta- 
phor, is no longer then, a regular well-moving 
Star but a wild unruly Comet; and what is ftill 
worfe, the more he facrifices his Reafon to his 
Refentment, the more he fubjeéts himfelf to the 
Perfon he hates. He who revenges himfelf up- 
onan Enemy, ts certainly no more than even 
with him, but he who forgives him, is his Su- 
perior, it being the Part and Character of a 
Prince only to Pardon; befides, when we over 
look an Injury. and difdain to ftoop fo low as 
to be offended, we not only difplay a true 
Greatnefs and Conftancy of Soul, but exercife 
the moft bitter and fubtle fort of Revenge 
without the Guilt of it; for then the Grief and 
Vexation,our Enemy intended us, recoils with 
double Smartuefs upon himfelf, and the Twang 
aid Sting he receives trom the Difappoiotment 
is much feverer than any Retaliation cou'd be. 
As there is fomewhat Godlike and celcftial in 
a forgiving Temper, fo is there fomewhat tru- 
ly diabolical in the Atr,Speech,and Counte- 
nance of a revengeful Perfon : You may fee 
this Spirit painted to the Life, in Syla’s Ghoft, 
in Saluf?’s Cataline, and thro’ the whole Cha- 
racter of Achilles in Homers Iliad 3 methinks, 
the favage brutal Fiercenefs of that Greek is 
terrible to be reflected on, and fhocks the ve- 
ry Conftitution of a Chriftian ; on the other 
side the mild Condu& and undaunted Boldnefs 
of Heétur.{weeten’d with a Temperament of 
Humanity, fo much refembling the General of 
the prefent Age, prefles fo forcibly upon rhe 
Reider’s Affection that it is apt to !ead him 


into a Miftake of the principal Chara&er of 
the Poem: [am ftartled at Achilles: but 
fall in love with Hedtor- 

I wou’d the rather enlarge upon this Topick 
of Revenge, becaufe. it is but one Degree from 
Envy, which is a Vice almoft every Man is 
more or lefs tinctur’d with. To explain an 
Injury done one in a mild temperate Manner, 
and to jultify our own Innocence is handfome 
and honourable ; but to hear a Coxcomb fay, 
when you urge Religion to him, that he can’t 
putup an Affront, his Honour’s touch’d, and 
he muft and will be fatisfy’d , would make a 
Man Mad; fuch a Jackanapes is more difin- 
genuous than a down right Atheift; he pub- 
lickly profefles to know his Duty, and yet. 
cancels it upon each frivolous Difguft, and 
that with fo much ftupid Obftinacy, and re- 
fraGtory Dulnefs, that it perfc&ly naufeates 
a Man of Senfe--- I’m fenfible, ’'m in too lazy a 
Difpofition at prefent to purfue this Argument 
as juftly as I ought, and therefore fhall content 
my felf with reciting the Story of a Spaniard I 
have fome where heard or read, that fets rank 
Malice in its true Light, and than which no 
Revenge was ever more exquifitely wrought up, 
or more villainoufly accomplifh’d. 

Pedro and Gufman both Castilians by Birth 
were at the fame time Officers in the Service 
of the King of Spaix, and behav’d themfelves 
towards each other like Fellow Soldiers and 
Friends. But Gu/man being advanc’d to a con- 
fiderable Poft in the Army, Pedro’s Envy could 
not brook it ; fo that from that time he bere 
him fuch an inveterate Hatred and En- 
mity, that he us’d all imaginable means for his 
Deftruction ; he began with Slander and De- 
traction, proceeded by Treachery and Violence 
but al} his Attempts ftill prov’d abortive and 
redounded very feverely on himfelf. What fhall 
Pedro now do ? Why, he refolves to play ano- 
ther Engine ; he gradually retracts his il] U- 
fage, begins to fpeak well of Gu/man in all Pla- 
ces and Companies, folicits a Reconciliation, 
is fenfibly officious in doing all he can to pro- 
mote his Interefts, and by thefe means at 
laft works himfelf into his entire Confidence 
and good Eifteem ; then with al] the Dexterity 
of a true Coward, ufes his Friend’s open and 
undefigning Nature in fuch a Manner, that

becontes his “Manager ; he encourages and ac- 
companies him in all Exceffes and Debauches,

[Luiilourfes; applauds Gu/man’s good Apprehenii- 
on and Partsia affenting to them, and thus 
infeafibly draws him into a thorough Con- 


tempt of Religion: There now wanted but _ 


oc Stép further, but a few more artificial 


Fetches to drench him deep. .in down-right. .. 


Atheifm and Blafphemy; ‘which he ‘had ‘n 
foot compleated, but in the very Height 
and Moment of Blafpheming he ftabs him, 
{tabs him in cool Blood with thefe Words: 
‘Now, Gu/man, my Revenge, is fated; | 
‘ have deftroy’d thy Body,’ and oh lufcious 
* Thought! 1 have damn’d thy Soul: Be gone, 
‘ Dog, to Hell, to Heil: Pedre’s Heart rejgices. 

Upon this the poor dying Wretch, not 
yet dead, lifting up his Eyes aad imploring 
Mercy, the Villain laughs opt aloud and re- 
donbles his Stabs with all the Temper of a 
Phitofopher, and the feeming Equanimity of 
a Chriftlan.
